The (S-ycsr-oId defendant had 
been in charge ot the Hesse family 
castle, used as an American army 
otflcers' club, lost winter when the 
Jewels disappeared.

Mrs. Durant's attorney pleaded 
thot she wns being made the "scape- 
goat" for all the looting done by 
American soldiers In occupied Oer- 
many. 

"Thousands of others havo^tlono 
e same thing," said Lleut,-Col. 
John a. Dwlnnell of Brooklyn, N. Y,. 
In his closing appeal for mercy. "It 
Is unjust to point tha finger ot 
this woman and ssy "Yiu wUl now- 
pay the penalty tor something that 
the whole world knows many, many 
people have done wllh Immunity.' "

An oftlclol label of accuracy 
finally was put on reports that a 
number o( Americans downed while 
ftjlng over the hump (rom India to 
Chtaa during the war were In bond- 
age of the savage tribesmen. 
Llcut.-Col.. Herbert W. Wurtaler 
' Minneapolis headed the rescue 
mission which swung into acUon. 
It hoped to lure the Iiolos Into a 
relatively . easy surrender of tho 
AmerlcaiM with ransom materials 
which for the savages would amount 
to treasure trove. 

The 'mission also was gathering 
winter near for a possible trek into 
the mountain fastnesses U develop- 
ing plan* sboulil ciOl [or k meeting 



wllh the primitive savages some- 
where in Lolotand.

"Wllh tho knowl- 
edge ot hla alms, they gave their 
cooperation ond made themselves 
pdrty to the plan he had Initiated. 
That they n-ore iir-ilcned to their 
tasks by a dictator does not absolve 
them from their responsibility for 
thtar acts." 

Qoeilnir and his 30 coUeagea 
(Martin Bormaim was tried in ab- 
sentia) sat grim and silent as tho 
court unfolded the long opinion. 

Despite Its acquittal of the three 
nazl arganlxattons. the tilbuttal 
warned that" members of those 
groups still could be prcMcuted for 
Individual war crimes, and added 
that the evidence against some
